Effects 
Of Flu 
Growi ng

Hong Kong flu has caused 
three more universities to begin 
Christmas holidays early but 
several others tentatively sched­ 
uled 
reopenings 
this 
week 
Among the victims of the illness 
is Richard Cardinal Cushing, 
archbishop of Boston. 
In many hospitals, visiting 
privileges have been canceled 
or drastically restricted to avoid 
further spread of the malady. 
Classes at George Washington 
University were ordered sus­ 
pended today as about 50 per 
cent of the school’s 2,500 under­ 
graduates were reported ill. The 
holiday at the Washington, D.C. 
school had been scheduled to be­ 
gin Friday. 
Four Virginia colleges, which 
normally would have closed lat­ 
er this week, shut down last 
Wednesday 
and 
Thursday. 
Starting today, three central 
Virginia hospitals began dis­ 
couraging visitors to protect pa­ 
tients from the flu. 
Central Michigan University 
canceled all classes until Jan. 6, 
while Northern Michigan Uni­ 
versity also closed a week early 
because of “ flu-like” illnesses. 
Two Maryland schools, closed 
last week, planned to resume 
classes this week in view of no 
significant outbreaks over the 
weekend 
In Geveland, 
Ohio, three 
Qatholic schools closed 
last 
week will open today. 
In Wisconsin, health authori­ 
ties said blood tests showed 
Type A incidence of the flu up 
as much as 17 per cent in some 
localities compared to 3 per 
cent in November. In Milwau­ 
kee, about 10 per cent of the 
schools’ teachers were absent 
last week, while more than 20 
Milwaukee-area hospitals cut 
down drastically on the number 
of visitors. 
In San Francisco, the virus 
reportedly made little impact on 
the general populace, but the 
police department said 300 of its 
men were ill, mostly with the 
flu. The department said it did 
not know if it was the Hong 
Kong variety. 
In Pittsburgh, hospitals re­ 
ported an upsurge in flu-like ill­ 
nesses but pinpointed only five 
cases as being of the Hong Kong 
variety. 


Radio confirmed a broadcast by 
the Soviet radio Saturday which 
said: “ Radio Hanoi stated today 
Dec. 14 that a group of Ameri­ 
can pilots who were taken into 
captivity when their planes 
were shot down over the territo­ 
ry of the Democratic Republic 
of Vietnam will be released at 
Christmas.” 
A Tokyo monitor reported a 
similar announcement broad­ 
cast by Hanoi Saturday in the 
Japanese language But in the 
absence of official word from 
the North Vietnamese, it was 
thought then that both the Mos­ 
cow and Tokyo reports might 


have been the result of faulty 
translations. 
The report relayed by Moscow 
gave no indication exactly when 
or how the fliers would be re­ 
leased. 
The U.S. Command in Saigon 
said the release of the North 
Vietnamese seamen was an 
“ action of good will” which it 
hoped would “ lead to further re­ 
lease of prisoners.” 
The men were released off­ 
shore about 13 miles northeast 
of Vinh, a coastal city 145 miles 
north of the demilitarized zone.

Flu Precaution 
Taken Here 


Although outbreaks of flu — Asian, Hong Kong, or 
otherwise — have not reached epidemic proportions in 
Sedalia, medical authorities are taking steps to see that things 
don’t get out of hand. 
Don Feeback, administrator at Bothwell Hospital, said 
today that visiting has been restricted at the hospital as a 
“ preventive measure.” 
After consultation with Dr. D. C. Proctor, hospital chief of 
staff, Feeback said visitors would be restricted to the 
patient’s immediate family, and then only one visitor per 
patient at a time. 
Feeback quoted Dr. Proctor as saying, “ There’s lots of flu 
out in Sedalia,” but added that no cases have been 
hospitalized as yet. Feeback said that although he has heard of 
no confirmed cases of Hong Kong flu here, “ We felt it would 
be advisable to go ahead and restrict visitors as a preventive 
measure.” 
The restricted visiting will serve two purposes — prevent 
the exposure of patients to the flu germ, and keep visitors 
from carrying out the bug, should patients contract it. 
A spot check of businesses and industries Monday showed 
absenteeism to be up slightly, but not a serious problem yet. 
Dr. Tom Norris, superintendent of schools, said absenteeism 
in schools is running about 8 percent, with 5 percent 
considered normal. He said the effects of the flu “ are not 
noticeable, yet.” 
N ew Guerrilla Unit 
To Combat Israelis

A new Arab guerrilla organ­ 
ization has emerged to combat 
Israeli forces on the east side of 
the Suez Canal, the semiofficial 
Egyptian newspaper A1 Ahram 
reported today. 
It said the Organization for 
the Liberation of Sinai, whose 
activities have been kept secret 
to date, will shortly issue mili­ 
tary communiques and “ assume 
responsibility for resistance ac­ 
tions against the Israeli imperi­ 
alist presence.” 
A1 Ahram said the Israelis 
have been “ trying to hide” news 
of encounters with the guerril­ 
las. 
These included several 
Arab ambushes in Sinai in the 
past few months, presumably 
those blamed by Israel on regu­ 
lar Egyptian army units, said 
the Cairo newspaper. 
The announcement apparently 
marked the beginning of organ­ 
ized guerrilla activity against 
Israeli forces in the Suez Canal 
Zone and promised to heat up 
the Egyptian-Israeli cease-fire 
line, usually the quietest in the 
Middle East. 


Israel has been plagued by al­ 
most daily guerrilla forays from 
Electoral College Vote 
Will Make It 'Official' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re­ 
publican Richard M 
Nixon 
seized an early lead over Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
in early returns from the presi­ 
dential balloting of the Elec­ 
toral College today 
Tennessee’s electors, the first 
to finish, gave the state’s 11 
votes to the former vice presi­ 
dent and his running mate 
Maryland Gov Spiro T. Agnew 
Vermont brought in 3 Nixon 
votes as expected, then Okla­ 
homa 8 and Arizona 5. 
The District of Columbia was 
first to give its votes, 3 of them, 
to Humphrey West Virginia fol­ 
lowed suit with 7, and at noon 
the count was Nixon 27 to 10. 
The votes were not a surprise, 
and neither was the probable 
outcome of the electors’ meet­ 
ings in other state capitals and 
the District of Columbia, in 
what may be the last election 
decided by the Electoral College 
system. 
The popular vote cast in the 
Nov. 5 general election indicat­ 
ed about 302 electoral votes 
from 32 states for Nixon or 
32 more than he needed to 
carry the Electoral College. 


Today’s results were the only- 
official ones, under the Constitu­ 
tion. The ballots will be mailed 
to Washington, where a joint 
session of Congress on Jan 6 
will count them and pronounce 
the winner. 
But it is not a foregone con­ 
clusion that all electors will vote 
as the people of their states did, 
and the threat of a constitution­ 
al crisis last year has added im­ 
petus to proposals in Congress 
for a constitutional amendment 
to change the system 
The 538 electors from the 50 
states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia are free agents under 
the Constitution to vote for any­ 
one they please, but the custom 
is to follow the lead of the popu­ 
lar vote in their own state 
Dr Lloyd W. Bailey of Rocky 
Moutn, N.C., said his vote would 
go to third-party 
candidate 
George C. Wallace, rather than 
for Nixon, who carried the state. 
Former Michigan Democratic- 
State Chairman Zolton Ferency 
said he would not cast a vote in 
his state, which went for Hum­ 
phrey., Ferency indicated some­ 
one would fill his place and cast 
a vote for the vice president 


In the District of Columbia 
and 17 states local laws require 
the electors to follow the popu­ 
lar will, although in just three 
—Florida, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma—are there penalties 
for voting independently. 
Assuming Nixon gets all the 
electoral votes of the 32 states 
he won, his total is 302 electoral 
votes He needed 270 to win. 
Humphrey won 13 states plus 
the District of Columbia, which 
totals 191 electoral votes, while 
Wallace’s victory in five states 
gives him 45 
There have been only two re­ 
cent incidents before this year 
when electors went their own 
way—in 1948 when a Tennessee 
elector voted for Dixiecrat can­ 
didate Strom Thurmond rather 
than Harry S Truman, and 1960 
when an Oklahoman cast his 
electoral ballot for the late Sen 
Harry F Byrd of Virginia, in­ 
stead of Nixon 
The closeness of the Novem­ 
ber voting, which threatened to 
throw the election into the 
House of Representatives for 
the first time in 144 years, has 
set off demands for electoral re­ 
form

Top Czech 
Retain ed 
By Party 


PRAGUE (AP) - Fears of a 
new political upheaval in Czech­ 
oslovakia subsided today with 
the news that the Communist 
party will keep Alexander Dub- 
cek as its chief and will go 
ahead with a limited program of 
economic reforms. 
The party central committee, 
which met last week, gave Dub- 
cek. National Assembly Chair­ 
man Josef Smrkovsky and other 
progressives in the party lead­ 
ership more time to amend par­ 
ty policy. 
Workers and students met 
throughout the weekend prepar­ 
ing strikes and other protest ac­ 
tions if their more liberal favor­ 
ites were deposed. But there 
was no mention of any leader­ 
ship changes in the committee 
resolutions published today, and 
informed sources said there 
were none. 
One resolution said, “ The par­ 
ty takes the main line in the 
sphere of economic policy to be 
continuation of economic re­ 
forms which have been start­ 
ed.” 


But the resolution made clear 
that the economic program 
would be a delayed, weaker ver­ 
sion of the plans made before 
the Soviet invasion Aug. 20 


It said the party would lay 
down a mandatory schedule for 
the reforms so that the central 
committee might discuss the 
document by mid-1969. In effect 
this shelved action for some six 
months. 


There was no mention of the 
earlier more ambitious plans 
for widespread use of profit mm 
tive incentives and free market 
regulation of prices by supply 
and demand 
Instead it said 
only that some factories and 
some industries would be freed 
from some dictates of the cen­ 
tral planners. 


The resolution called for both 
closer economic ties with the 
Soviet Union and for more trade 
with the capitalist West. Trade 
with the West was a major fea­ 
ture of the pre-August reform 
plans. But the resolution put 
more stress on the stronger 
cooperation with the Soviets.

“ The air we breathe is God- 
given to every man, I don’t care 
who he is, and anyone who can 
clean it up has a duty to try " 
That was one of the reasons 
which prompted M J. “ Mike” 
McKenzie, 211 South Grand, to 
begin work three years ago on a 
device 
to 
reduce 
the 
hydrocarbons in car exhausts 
The other reasons were three 
heart attacks, one of which 
McKenzie blames directly on 
exhaust fumes. 
McKenzie, a short, balding, 
retired 
railroad 
employee, 
worked on his exhaust filter 
device for some time, and spent 
the last couple of years waiting 
on his patent application 
The patent was approved in 
October, 
and 
McKenzie 
received word of it through his 
attorney Dec 12. 
The appearance of McKen­ 
zie’s filter isn’t too impressive. 
It’s a simple, rectangular metal 
box with a pipe welded to the 
top. 
That pipe, however, fits onto 
a car tailpipe and the section 
attached to the metal box is 
hollowed to allow the exhaust 
to 
pass 
through 
layers 
of 
fiberglass 
treated 
with 
a 
chemical absorbent 
It’s the chemical that’s the 
key 
to 
the 
whole 
unit 
Fiberglass alone won’t do the 
job, but with the chemical, the 
filter has removed up to 70

Nixon W ill Retain 
Hoover, CIA Chief 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent-elect Nixon, here to confer 
with Republican congression­ 
al chiefs, announced today that 
J Edgar Hoover has agreed to 
continue as FBI director and 
Richard Helms will remain on 
the job as director of the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency 
Shortly after Nixon’s arrival 
here from New York for a visit 
of several hours, press spokes­ 
man Ronald L. Ziegler told 
newsmen Nixon had talked se­ 
cretly and face to face with both 
Hoover and Helms in New York 
and had asked them to retain 
their posts He said they had 
agreed to do so 
The two men apparently will 
stay on their jobs indefinitely 
In addition to meeting with 
GOP congressional leaders, Nix 
on plans a trip to Walter Reed 
Army Medical ( ’enter for his 
third postelection reunion with 
former President Dwight I) E i­ 
senhower before returning to 
New York. 


Aides said Nixon could hardly 
talk seriously about the policies 
and programs his administra­ 
tion will push since task forces 
studying major problem areas 
and recommending programs 
for the future have yet to re 
port to him 


The President elect will begin 


receiving these reports this 
week 
While in the capital, Nixon 
also will announce he is retain 
ing 73-year-old J Edgar Hoover 
as director of the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Investigation. By feder­ 
al law, Hoover would have been 
forced to retire in 1964 at age 70 
except for an exemption grant 
ed him by President Johnson 
Nixon will continue to honor the 
exemption 
It was not certain, however, 
tliat Hoover would remain at 
the helm of the F B I throughout 
the new president’s term Some 
sources said he was considering 
retirement in the next few 
years. 
The Nixon meeting with Re 
publican leaders of Congress 
was a bit unusual in that one 
outsider was included among 
the conferees Ray Bliss, chair 
man of the GOP National Com 
mi t tee 
Once in office, presidents nor 
mally do not invite their party 
chairman to such sessions 
But at this preinaugural meet 
mg it was apparent that Nixon 
and those meeting with him 
would have to give particular 
attention to partisan strategy in 
the coming congressional s<*s 
sion, where Democrats will out 
number Republicans in both 
houses 


Decision 
In Draft 
Appeal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Draft 
boards may not use “ delinquen­ 
cy" regulations to take away 
the exemptions of divinity stu­ 
dents and groups of other young 
men shielded from the draft by 
Congress, the Suprem Court 
ruled 6 to 3 today. 
At the same time, however, 
the court held that draft resis­ 
ters who do not have a congres­ 
sional exemption must—in ordei 
to test their 1-A classifications 
— chance prosecution for draft 
evasion. 
The first ruling, protecting ex­ 
empted young men from forced 
induction if draft boards disap­ 
prove of their behavior, was 
given in the case of James J. 
Oestereich. a ministerial stu­ 
dent at Andoper-Newton Theo­ 
logical Schoo, Newton Center, 
Mass. 
Oestereich, 
of 
Cheyenne, 
Wvo , was one of 357 people who 
returned their draft cards to the 
Justice Department in a protest 
Oct. 16, 1967, against U.S. war 
action in Vietnam. 
Three weeks later he was de­ 
clared a delinquent, stripped of 
his IV I) theological exemption 
and put into 1-A 


In other actions today, the 
court 
- Agreed to an indefinite de­ 
lay, asked by the Justice De­ 
partment, of the merger of the 
Great Northern Railway, the 
Northern Pacific Railway, the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
and 
other 
railroads. 
The 
merged lines would stretch 
from Chicago to Seattle and 
from Canada to the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico. 
Said it would hear a case, 
from Arkansas, that questions 
the constitutionality of allowing 
junes, without some guidance 
from trial judges, to impose the 
death penalty at their own dis­ 
cretion 
Agreed to hear an attack on 
Alabama election laws which 
were challenged as racially mo­ 
tivated and designed to keep 
Negroes from winning public of­ 
fice. 
Consented to a request that 
it decide if unions can force 
companies to bargain although 
certification elections have not 
been held The National Labor 
Relations board, which made 
the request, said the fact that a 
majority of the workers signed 
up with the union is sufficient to 
force bargaining. 
Said it would decide wheth­ 
er an impoverished Oklahoma 
City janitor is entitled to a free 
record of his trial for use in ap­ 
pealing a city conviction for 
drunken driving 
The court, in a decision deliv­ 
ered by Justice William O 
Douglas, declared that Congress 
had 
made divinity students 
draft exempt and that Oester­ 
eich was entitled to a chance to 
contest his reclassification in 
court. 
That is, the court said, he did 
not have to refuse the draft, 
chancing a jail term, to get a 
ruling 


Besides, I )ouglas said, exempt 
young men cannot be declared

SAIGON (AP) - Edwin W. 
Rosenberg refused to believe 
the doctors who told him 23 
years ago he would die of can­ 
cer. Today, a rear admiral, he 
commands the 7th Fleet Am­ 
phibious Force in Vietnam. 
A 1942 Annapolis graduate, 
Rosenberg was invalided out of 
the Navy in 1945 when doctors 
found cancer after his return 
from World War II duty as a 
navigator on an aircraft carri­ 
er 
Between 1946 and 1950 he sur­ 
vived four bouts with cancer 
even after doctors who found a 
growth in his kidney told him, 
“ You’ve got two weeks to live" 
“ I^et’s get started with the X- 
ray treatment.’’ he told doctors 
at Chelsea Navy hospital in Bos­ 
ton. The Xrays worked and the 
cancer was burned out. 
Hls life saved, Rosenberg set 
about saving his career. TVice 
he convinced the Navy retire­ 
ment board he was cured How­ 
ever. each time the doctors 
found another cancer, in the 
groin for the second time and in 
the neck 
But Rosenberg, who from his 
boyhoixl in Sarpy County, Neb., 
had wanted to be a naval offi- 
(vr, did not give up He contin­ 
ued with the X-ray treatments 
and kept fighting to get back 
into uniform 
By Septemb(‘r 1948 he had 
talked the Navy into giving him 
temporary duty as an instructor 
at the Naval Academy 
This 
was progress, but he was still 
on the retired list. 
Rosenberg asked for active 
status again 
“ Not a chance,” he was told 
“ It would take an act of ( ’on- 
gress ” 
He went after that act of (Jon-

namese navy men. At that time 
the United States said it held no 
other prisoners of war. North 
Vietnamese prisoners usually 
are turned over to South Viet­ 
namese authorities. 
U.S. Navy spokesmen said the 
seven men released today were 
rescued in 1967 from “ a small 
boat in international waters in 
the Gulf of Tonkin after an at­ 
tack by U.S. aircraft on North 
Vietnamese cargo boats sus­ 
pected of supplying the enemy 
in the South" 
North Vietnam has released a 
few American fliers captured 
after being shot down in com­ 
bat, but not on the scale of U.S. 
releases. 
North 
Vietnam 
had 
an­ 
nounced 
earlier 
arrange­ 
ments would be made to for­ 
ward Christmas packages from 
the United States to prisoners 
in the North. 
U.S. B52 bombers kept on 
pounding infiltration corridors 
north of Saigon, seeking to blunt 
the enemy winter offensive 
which some officials expect. But 
only light, scattered ground 
fighting was reported. 
The Air Force’s biggest bomb­ 
ers flew four more raids against 
jungled 
enemy 
hideaways, 
troops and supply depots in an 
arc from 50 miles northwest of 
Saigon to 70 miles north of the 
capital. About 25 of the B52s 
dropped 750 tons of bombs. 
The Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese were reported maneu­ 
vering through the jungle in 
groups of 10 to 30 men. The B52 
pilots reported their bombs set 
off 10 secondary explosions, in­ 
dicating hits on ammunition de­ 
pots. 
Since last Thursday, the B52s 
have pounded the arc north of 
Saigon with more than 5,000 
tons of explosives. 
In Washington, Defense Secre­ 
tary Clark Clifford said Sunday 
there have been “ some indica­ 
tions that there is a military 
buildup in 3rd Corps,’’ the Sai­ 
gon area, and the enemy “ may 
be contemplating a winter offen­ 
sive.’’ 
The Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese are believed to have 
about 25,000 regulars deployed 
along the Cambodian border 
and in adjoining areas north of 
Saigon. The allies have about 
60,000 men opposing the enemy 
forces.

Students' ’ 
Occupation 
Is Ended 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The eight- 
day occupation by about 40 Ne­ 
gro students of two offices at 
Washington University ended 
over the weekend. 
A hearing is scheduled today 
by a panel selected by the stu­ 
dents and university officials 
concerning four campus police­ 
men who arrested and alleged­ 
ly roughed up a Negro graduate 
student Dec. 5 that set off the 
demonstration. The Negro stu­ 
dents have demanded that three 
of the policemen be dismissed 
and the fourth suspended. 
The students, carrying blan­ 
kets and pillows departed the 
school’s accounting office in 
Brookings Hall Saturday after­ 
noon. 
The leader of the group, Rob­ 
ert Johnson of Philadelphia, 
said “ we decided to leave be­ 
cause we felt we had accom­ 
plished about all we could with 
this kind of demonstration. 
“ From now on we will work 
with with faculty committees, 
student groups and administra­ 
tion committees to achieve our 
goals,” he said. 
Chancellor Thomas H. Eliot 
said no concessions were made 
at a meeting Saturday morning 
with the students. But, he said, 
“ there was a fairly wide area 
of agreement from the begin­ 
ning.” 
Eliot said the university did 
did agree to try for increased 
Negro enrollments in the pro­ 
fessional and graduate schools. 
General 
a g re e m e n t 
was 
reached Friday on six of 10 
points presented last week in a 
“ black manifesto.” 
The students, most of them 
members of the Association of 
Black Collegians, first occupied 
the campus police headquarters 
following the arrest of gradua- 
ate student Elbert Walton. They 
later moved into the accounting 
office. 
The 
ABC’s 
demonstration 
triggered a sympathy sit-in by 
another group of students, pre­ 
dominantly white, o u ts id e 
Eliot’s office. The white stu­ 
dents demanded the withdrawal 
of credit for the Reserve Offi­ 
cer Training Corps program at 
the school. 
The school’s Board of Trus­ 
tees Friday approved a recom­ 
mendation by Eliot that no ac­ 
tion be taken at that time on 
the demand to terminate the 
ROTC program on campus.

CORN PRODUCTION 
World com production in 
1968 is estimated at 234 million 
metric tons, 2 per cent below 
the 1967 record crop of 239 
million tons, USDA said Friday.

FESCUE FOOT 
Fescue 
foot 
describes 
a 
lameness in cattle which has 
been associated with cattle 
grazing 
tall 
fescue. 
The 
lameness is characterized by 
soreness and swelling in the 
hoof region of the hind legs. In 
the early stages, many cattle 
show pronounced lameness in 
the left rear leg. 
As the 
condition develops, there is 
swelling 
above 
the 
hoof 
extending in some cases to near 
the hock. Within a few days, a 
separation of the hoof from the 
skin is noticeable. Whenever 
this 
separation 
becomes 
necrotic or a dry gangrene sets 
in, the hoof will drop off. We 
have seen cases in which the 
hoof on one or both rear legs is 
lost. 
In 
other 
cases 
the 
separation occurs between the 
hooves 
and 
the 
dewclaws. 
Animals severely afflicted will 
be in poor condition compared 
to others in the herd. Not all 
cattle lose their hooves. Many 
lose the tip of their tail and to a 
lesser degree the upper third of 
their ears. We have seen over 50 
per cent of a herd afflicted, but 
it is usually about 10 per cent. 
At this time we do not know 
the cause of fescue foot, It may 
be fescue grass itself, fungus 
growing on the grass, or a 
combination. Fescue foot is 
associated with cattle grazing 
fescue 
pastures 
and 
the 
condition 
is aggravated 
by 
extremely cold weather, or at 
least sudden changes to cold at 
night. 
From case histories we can 
say a pure stand of fescue is not 
required, however the major 
portion of the cattle ration is 
from fescue

toxic forage. 
Extremely 
cold 
weather 


aggravates the situation and is 
believed to make symptoms 
more severe.

initial toxin level is high. 
Cattle in which a hoof is lost 
or

sold. Great time and effort is 
required to salvage a few head 
badly afflicted. 
We suggest the following 
guide line for you to minimize 
your chances of fescue foot 
losses and at the same time 
help the College of Agriculture 
find the causes: 
Observe your cattle on fescue 
often, daily when possible. 
Do not turn hungry cattle into 
soil 
bank 
or 
season 
accumulated growth. 
Try not to turn cattle into a 
new fescue pasture during a 
cold wave. 
Remove cattle at first sign of 
lameness; if they clear up 
quickly you may be able to 
pasture for a few days at a time. 
Fescue hay appears to be 
safe.

FEED IN G 
INVESTMENTS 
This is directed to cattle 
feeders—particularly to those 
of you who are planning either 
new feedlots or major changes 
to expand existing ones. 
During 
the 
past 
several 
weeks, Albert Hagan has visited 
a 
rather 
large 
number 
of 
feedlots, ranging in location 
fr(Mn Central Missouri to the 
Kansas City area, to Joplin in 
Southwest Missouri, and to 
Sikeston in Southeast Missouri. 
Several things impressed him 
about these feeding operations, 
which varied from a few head 
per farm to more than 2,000 
head per year. 
In every case, capital was 
invested 
in 
facilities 
for 
handling and feeding the cattle. 
But the amount of investment 
varied greatly, both in terms of 
total dollars and in investment 
per head of feedlot capacity. In 
a few cases, facilities included 
little more than feed bunks, or 
self-feeders, and feed wagons 
for feeding cattle on rough 
pasture land. Others were far 
more elaborate, with air-tight 
feed 
storage, 
“ push-button” 
feeding, concrete slatted floors, 
“ honey-wagons” for manure 
disposal, and other facilities. 
Investments ranged from $20, 
or less, per head capacity to 
considerably more than $100 
per head. 
Th e s e 
o b s e r v a tio n s 
emphasize the need for raising 
a crucial question, “ How much 
can I afford to invest in cattle 
feeding facilities?” We should 
pose this question and seek an 
answer 
before 
m ajor 
investments are made. Several 
kinds of budgets will help in 
this analysis, but let us consider 
a few preliminary steps to take. 


Figure the opportunity cost 
of using the money, what would 
these dollars earn in their best 
alternative investment? 


Compute the fixed costs tied 
to the investment, how much 
must be charged each year for 
depreciation, interest, taxes.

ADD HOURS TO FLOW ERS 
People love flowers and like 
to have them in their homes, 
especially at holiday times, but 
most of us wish they would last 
better and permit us to enjoy 
their beauty longer. What can 
we do to add hours to flowers? 
First, we must remember 
that cut flowers are portions of 
living 
plants, 
so 
that 
our 
treatment must be designed to 
prolong their life processes as 
long as possible. Such living 
organisms require both food 
and 
water 
for 
greatest 
lognevity. 
The flower that we cut in our 
garden or purchase from our 
florist generally brings along 


with 
it 
a substantial 
food 
supply. 
The 
products 
of 
photosyntehsis 
have 
been 
stored up in leaves and stems 
and form a basic stockpile of 
food 
materials 
for 
the 
continued use of the plant 
Therefore, it is nec'cssary for us 
to treat the flowers so that this 
basic food supply will last as 
long as possible for maximum 
vase life. 
Careful temperature control 
is one of the most important 
things we need to consider. The 
cooler we can keep the bouquet 
without freezing, the longer it 
will last. This means it should 
not be placed near a hot 
radiator, fireplace, or televLsion 
set if we can avoid it If you can 
remove the bouquet from the 
warm rooms of the house to a 
cooler area dunng the night. 


you may be able to almost 
double the useful life of your 
bouquet. 
In 
addition 
to 
doing 
everything possible to conserve 
the natural food supply the cut 
flower brings with it. we can 
also increase its lasting quality 
by making use of cut Hower 
preservative 
chemicals 
— 
sometimes called “cut flower 
foods.” 
There 
are 
a 
number 
of 
different 
kinds 
of 
such 
preparations generally available 
from your local florist, and all 
of 
them 
quite 
beneficial. 
Certain brancls may be a little 
better for one specific kind of 
flower than another, but in 
general any one of the materials 
might be expected to almost 
double the expected life of your 
new 
fresh 
flower 
bouquet 
These flower preservatives are 
used simply by dissolving them 
in the water in which you 
arrange your flowers As the 
water supply is used up. all you 
need do is add additional water 


MainUiining the ability of the 
flower to Uike up the rather 
large quantities of water it 
needs for long life is the stY-ond 
most important point Plants 
and 
flowers 
lose 
large 
quantitii's of water each day to 
the dr\' air in our homes, and 


this 
water 
loss 
must 
be 
replaced. This means that 
should check the water level 
daily in your flower vases and 
add whatever makeup water is 
needed. 
Some of you may receive cut 
roses during the holidays that 
begin to wilt in the neck area 
while 
the 
buds 
are 
still 
relatively small and have not 
yet begun to open In this case, 
you should take them out of the 
arrangement, cut one or two 
inches off the end of the stem 
with a sharp knife, and then 
place 
the 
partially 
wilted 
flowers 
in 
a 
jar 
or vase 
containing two or three inches 
of lukewarm water 
about 
bath temperature 
and then 
remove the jar to a cool spot out 
of drafts. This warm water will 
move into the stem much more 
quickly than colder water, and 
within an hour or so the wilted 
flower 
should 
regain 
its 
turgidity and later go ahead and 
open into the beautiful rose it 
was meant to be.

HOLLYWOOD, Fla (AP) - A 
former patient forced his way 
into a mental hospital Sunday, 
took three hostages, then sur­ 
rendered when a newspaper re­ 
porter promised to get him 
more pep pills and treatment 
William Meagher, 24, ended 
his five-hour siege of the South 
Florida State Hospital maxi­ 
mum security ward after Rod 
Gibson of the Miami Herald 
promised to help him 
While a patient there, Meagh­ 
er had twice broken out. 
The three hostages, guard Ed­ 
ward T. Smith and aides Fred 
Horton and Raymond Dorry, 
were released unhurt 
Meagher announced his siege 
at 5:30a.m. when he telephoned 
Dr. Richard Parks, hospital su­ 
perintendent; Dr Arthur Still­ 
man, clinical director; and Gib­ 
son at their homes. 
Gibson said Meagher told 
him: “ I have a sawed-off shot­ 
gun and a pistol—and plenty of 
ammunition I have three aides 
as hostages and if they don’t 
close down this ward for good, 
I’m going to tear it apart and 
kill the three hostages.” 
The reporter met Meagher in 
June when Meagher then a pris­ 
oner in a Miami jail, wrote to 
him to complain about the treat­ 
ment mental patients receive in 
Florida 
During the siege, Meagher 
gave beer to inmates in maxi­ 
mum security celLs and forced 
his hostages to drink Meagher 
fired shots through the ward’s 
windows, but police who sur­ 
rounded the building did not re­ 
turn the fire. 
Gibson promised by telephone 
to deliver the drugs and get 
treatment for him 
Meagher 
then 
surrendered 
Outside, 
Meagher 
immediately 
swal­ 
lowed four pilLs that were given 
to him, by Stillman. They were 
tranquillizers and Meagher soon 
fell asleep.

Volpe, who owns a construc­ 
tion company and ran the na­ 
tion’s road program under Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower, is not expect­ 
ed to testify in the hearings. 
Department 
sources 
said 
Transportation Secretary Alan 
S. Boyd is determined to get the 
policy through ahead of the 
coming Nixon administration. 
But they say that even if he 
does, the new administration 
could reverse it. 
Advocates of the plan say the 
new approach is needed to keep 
highway officials from arbitrar­ 
ily slicing through the cities and 
the countryside with massive 
roadways that break up neigh­ 
borhoods and blight the land­ 
scape. 
Opponents have charged that 
the move would involve high­ 
ways in controversy that could 
lead to excessive delays. Some 
have said it could virtually par­ 
alyze plans for urban freeways. 
A key requirement of the plan 
would require one public hear­ 
ing before route decisions and a 
second before the design was 
approved. 
The department said in an- 
inouncing the proposal that 
“ Currently, no more than one 
hearing is required on proposed 
new highway locations, which 
generally has taken place at an 
early stage of the highway plan­ 
ning sequence” 
Urban freeways in particular 
have come under intense criti­ 
cism recently in many cities, 
and many proposed urban seg­ 
ments of the Interstate highway 
system have been stymied. 
Since it was proposed Oct. 23 
the Department Transportation 
says the plan has drawn written 
comments from about 2,300 indi­ 
viduals or groups. A department 
spokesman said those for and 
against are about equally divid­ 
ed. 
The proposal is the latest in a 
series by the department to 
minimize the impact of free­ 
ways on city residents. Boyd 


previously has led the way on 
use of teams of designers from 
many fields to cooperate in 
making freeways blend with 
their surroundings.

Court records are, and should be, open 
to public scrutiny. 
From early days newspapers have relied 
upon such records to provide information 
for their 
readers. 
They 
must 
have 
approved this method else newspapers 
long ago would have felt the public 
pressure to refrain from chronicling what 
transpires in public courts. 
The public has learned to expect and 
demand of newspapers that they present 
the news panorama of community life as it 
is recorded, in addition to national and 
international events. 
No one comes into or goes out of life 
without having their names placed on 
public archives. Between birth and death, 
depending upon the activities of each 
individual, 
there are times when a 
persons name necessarily appears in 
print. On such occasioas the news is 
predicated 
on 
the 
behavior 
of 
the 
individual. In the small town, more often 
than not, names are flavored with praise 
for worthwhile activities. Then again 
because of accidental or willful mis­ 
behavior names are connected w i t h 
unfavorable incidents. 
Newspapers do not make a practice of 
vilifying a person’s character because of a 
solitary transgression. Neither do they 
arbitrarily select the news for publication 
with the intended purpose of vexing the 
person who makes the news. 
Sometimes persons who abhor personal 
publicity are brought into the news by the 


acts of another. When such an eventuality 
occurs the newspaper does not place an 
individual in the limelight for the mere 
delight of tormenting him or her. 
There is a bit of truth in the observation 
that “ newspapers cater to the curiosity of 
the masses.’’ Yet in catering to human 
curiosity newspapers perform a service by 
informing people about experiences of 
others. Thus the former are made aware of 
a 
choice 
of paths to follow when 
confronted with comparable situations in 
life’s diversified adventures.

Nixon May Have to Outdo 
The Progressive GOPs

PA LM SPR IN G S, Calif. (N EA ) 
There had to be an undercurrent of irony in President­ 
elect Richard Nixon meeting cordially here with some 30 
Republican governors—when it is remembered that many 
spent nearly two years trying to block his nomination. 
He won at Miam i Beach in spite of the active though 
painfully unco-ordinated opposition of several governors 
in the progressive cate;jOiy. 
Notwithstanding the notion cultivated in some circles 
that his nomination victory was achieved with a narrow 
southern base, Nixon far outpolled in delegates his progres­ 
sive rival. New York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, in the total 
area outside the South. 
Indeed, he made very deep inroads in the very eastern 
territory that was supposed to be bound tight to Rocke­ 
feller. 
But the compounded irony is that, having done this and 
having been elected, Richard Nixon as president may now 
have to try to outdo in progressiveness the governors who 
opposed him. 
As this column has reported more than once, he has 
sweeping plans for recasting the GOP into the m ajority 
party at the national level—a position it has not occupied 
for nearly 40 years. 
Yet his aides concede that no amount of organizational 
reshuffling or brightening of the party image by the offer­ 
ing of more "new face” candidates for Congress will do 
the job "unless Nixo i is a good president.” 
Having triumphed, Nixon clearly will be looked to by the 
American people to do something positive and conclusive 
about settling the Vietnam war. 
Interestingly enough, 
some very high-placed Democrats think he has a very good 
chance of doing this. 
On the domestic front, he continuously represented him­ 
self to the voters as the candidate who could restore tran­ 
quility to the country’s racially troubled, crime-ridden and 
sometimes poverty-stricken cities. He won, above all, on 
"law and order.” 
Since the problem of unrest, however, is at once a 
national phenomenon yet inevitably local in its occurrences, 
the specific authority involved in effecting solutions can— 
under our system—only be state and local. 
This means that the new President’s contribution must 
be one of leadership: First devising imaginative new 
approaches, if such can be found, to matters like the 
racial struggle, crim e in the streets and campus turmoil, 
and then using the political and moral force of his office 
to gain from governors, mayors and others the support 
required for application of these new approaches. 
At best, in this vast area so disturbing to millions of 
Americans, Nixon can be an inventor, a co-ordinator and a 
persuader. 
If, somehow, even part of this task is accomplished, 
Nixon may prove himself with the voters, including count­ 
less 
middle-class suburbanites, who saw him as the 
promi.ser of law and order.

Eugene Wetzel (Sec’y.-Treas. Benton County 
Taxpayer’s Ass’n, Inc., Lincoln) — It seems that 
few people realize there are no Federal Funds. 
There is no Federal money. Only local funds that 
have reduced because of the trip to Washington. 
Reduced to the employment of over two million 
bureaucrats who dispense the small percentage of 
your tax dollars on thousands of participating 
programs whereby, if you add still more local tax 
dollars, you may draw small amounts of the so- 
called Federal Assistance, for soil conservation, 
education, airports, highways, pensions, buildings 
and even an adult training course that will teach the 
retired worker how to play checkers and whittle 
shavings from a soft piece of crate lumber. 
How long will it take the American people to 
learn, that you cannot get something for nothing? 
Despite the severe criticism that Sedalia City 
Council and the Pettis County Court Judges have 
been receiving from some well-meaning citizens the 
past few days becuase of their decision to withdraw 
local support from MMCAC, I am of the opinion 
that this decision was not made in the heat of 
passion, but instead, after due consideration, these 
men had been able to see the light, and decided to 
plug at least one of the holes where tax dollars are 
being used without receiving full dollar value at the 
local level. 
It has been truly stated, “ That as the government 
grows larger and stronger, the people become 
smaller and weaker.” I am reminded of this, when I 
study the present School Reorganization Plan which 
will be submitted to the Missouri Legislature, 
January 15.” 
It is very important for each and eveiy person of 
voting age to flood your State Representatives, 
Senators, Department of Education, the Governor 
and the Chairman of the School Reorganization 
Commission with letters of protest, before Jan­ 
uary 15, 1969, expressing your feelings about the 
loss of local control of your schools. 
If the criteria, presented to the Commission by 
the Survey Group should become the governing law 
for Missouri Schools, you will loose the right to hold 
or establish school districts. You will lose the right 
to vote on a tax levy or bond issue after 1972. These 
decisions will be made for you by a government 
agency in Jefferson City. 
Under a ruling handed down by the Missouri 
Supreme Court within the past year, you as an 
individual, or as a class, do not have legal status to 
question or review the actions of any State 
Educational Agency, or any of its members. 
Therefore it is very important that this Educational 
Bill, be defeated in its present form. 
Any proposed legislation designed to deprive the 
average citizen of his freedom of the God-given 
rights, guaranteed under the Constitution, naturally 
carries some veiy valid provisions. 
This is 
necessary, in order to promote the socialistic and 
communistic ideologies, which are replacing the 
Democratic principles of a government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people. 
One of the most distressing situations of the 
present time, is the fact that many new laws are 
being passed with no-point-of-return. In other 
words, a few ill-advised legislators can enact laws 
that they themselves soon realize are very bad.

Plugged Artery in Brain 
May Be Cause of Stroke 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M. D. 


Q — I had a stroke three months ago. My blood 
pressure is low. I am taking Coumadin to thin my 
blood and quindine for my heart. The former is a rat 
poison. Why is its use by human beings allowed? 
What are its side effects? 
A — Warfarin (Coumadin), like most modern 
drugs, is a potential poison. That is the reason the 
dosage must be carefully regulated and why those 
who take it should have a blood check every two 
weeks or oftener. Its side effects include bleeding, 
diarrhea, an itching skin rash and falling out of hair. 
Q — Do people with a normal blood pressue ever 
suffer strokes? 
A — Yes, if a clot plugs an artery in the brain or if 
the channel of a hardened artery becomes so 
thickened that it is completely blocked. 
Q — My husband had a stroke, in June, which left 
him paralyzed on the left side. The doctors said it 
was caused by hardining of the arteries and a blood 
clot on the brain. What happens to such a clot? What 
precautions can one take to avoid a stroke? 
A — The clot is gradually replaced by connective 
tissue and eventually a new blood channel may open 
through it. Prevention usually requires early 
recognition of such predisposing factors as high 
blood pressure, diabetes, a high blood cholesterol 
level, obesity, excessive smoking or chronic nervous 
tension and then taking steps to control them. This 
is a case where prevention is far more important 
than any attempt at a cure.
